Claims 14-28 and 34-38 are presented for examination. 

The remarks filed on February 5, 2002 have been received and entered. 

Claims 14-28 and 34-38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103 as being unpatentable over 
WO 94/00124 for the reasons set forth on page 3 of the office action of July 17, 1998. 

Applicant's arguments and remarks have been carefully considered and are deemed to be 
persuasive regarding the treatment of "aftercataracts". However, the WO patent teaches the use 
of the claimed transforming growth factor for the treatment of cataract. The cancellation of 
"cataract" form the claimed language will overcome the above rejection.
